The death of Moses Greeley Parker 


which occurred quite suddenly at his 
home on First street late yesterday 
afternoon, removes from the varied 
activities of life one of the most dis- 
tinguished old rebidents of Lowell, a 
man who had served his country in 
the Civil war, had attained wide dis- 
tinction in his profession and who in 
his later years had devoted much of 
his time and his energy to philan- 
thropic and charitable work. In medi- 
cal arid scientific research he made 
many valuable discoveries; and it was 
his progress in this line that brought 
him into touch'with Alexander Graham 
Bell, the father of the Bell telephone 
system In the development of which 
Dr. Parker became a pioneer and con • 
seo.uently. one of the heaviest share

holders. 
During the last ten years 
Dr. Parker devoted himself 
almost 
entirely to the work of the Sons of 
the Bevolution and tho various chari- 
ties with which he was identified as 
a leading benefactor. 
Moses Greeley Parker was born in 
Dracut, October 12, 1842, being the son 
of Theodore 
and 
Hannah 
(Ureeley) 
Parker and uniting in his person tha 
blood of two of the oldest New Eng- 
land families. 
His direct ancestor, 
Deacon Thomas Parker, settled in this 
country in 1G35; and Andrew Greeley, 
his maternal ancestor, arrived about 
five years later. 
His great grand- 
fathers, Kendall Parker and Joseph 
Greeloy, were among the Minute Men 
who rallied to Lexington, on April 19, 
1775, and his grandfather, Peter Par- 
ker, served valiantly in tho Continent- 
army in tile Revolutionary war. 
Dr. Parker himself was educated in 
the district schools of his native town. 
In the Howe school at Billerica1 and af 
Phillips academy, 
Andover. 
After 
teaching in the district schools of New 
Hampshire for three .years,-ire-took up 
the study of medicine at Long Island 
College hospital 
medical 
school 
In 
Brooklyn, -N. Y. 
He later studied at 
the Harvard Medical school and gradu- 
ated there in March, 1864. 
One week 
later lie had enlisted for the remainder 
of the Civil war, being commissioned 
assistant surgeon in the 57th Massa- 
chusetts infantry. 
Shortly after, at 
the request of Gen. B. P. Butler, he 
was transferred to the Second II. ti. 
cavalry (colored), then 
at 
Fortress 
Monroe, and with this unit served at 
Suffolk, •\Villiiimsbiirc. Dmry's Bluff. 
Point of Hocks and the siege of Pe- 
tersburg, at which latter place he was 
in the trendies at the time of the 
explosion of tho great mine, on July 
30, 1864. 
From this service he was 
transferred to the base hospital of the 
ISth U. S. army corps, where he had 
charge of the first division and re- 
ceived the wounded from Petersburg, 
Deep Uottom, Cold Harbor. Dutch Gap 
and Fort Harrison. 
Ue later super- 
intended the building of an additional 
winter hospital with 4000 beds. 
He was nerving as officer of the day 
just before the fall of Richmond, and 
as such had the honor of receiving 
personally 
President 
Lincoln, Gen. 
Grant and the lattcr's staff. 
He also 
was a member of the council of ad- 
ministration on the effects of the 2100 
soldiers who died in the hospitals. 


After the war Dr. Parker 
returned 
to Lowell and took up the practice of 
his profession, in which he developed a 
remarkable skill nnd revealed a tal- 
ent for special research and for pro- 
gressive methods in medicine, la 1S73, 
desiring 
to 
specialize 
in certain 
branches of tho profession, he 
closed 
his onice and 
spent 
two 
years 
in 


study abroad. ^Returning to Lowell ho 
opened a iree 
dispensary and gave 


freely of his expert services 
to 
the 
poor ot 
1 the city—his private practice 


meantime assuming very 
large 
pro- 


portions. In 1S7<) he became president 
of the Lowell Medical Journal society 
and was a member of the Internation- 
al congress of 
ophthalmia at 
New 


Vork. He made many original discov- 
eries In medicine 
and 
scientific 
re- 
search. 


When Alexander Graham Bell 
first 


exhibited his crude telephone appara- 
tus in 1S7S Dr. Parker wad an inter- 
ested observer and was quick to see 
the marvelous commercial utility of 
the invention. 
He associated himself 


immediately with 
various 
small 11- 


ci-rifcd 
telephone 
concerns, 
which, 
largely through 
his 
Instrumentality, 


tt'cre merged in 1SS3 
into

Knrland Telephone Co. From that day 
to his death ho served constantly as a

national prcsident-ffeneral—a 
distinc- 
tion which ha regarded as by far the 
moot notable In his career. 
He 
was 
chosen by his • intimate 
friend, 
Mr. 
Frederick Fanning Ayer, to work 
oul 
the details of the Ayer Home, and had 
always served that institution as the 
head of its governing boai'd. He was 
deeply interested In the welfare 
and 
progress of the home and anxious to 
carry out tho wishes of Mr. Ayer in 
its managment while Mr. Ayer 
had 
such confidence in Dr. Parker's judg- 
ment that he left the control of the 
home almost entirely in 
th.s doctor's 
hands, never hesitating to supply the 
funds for anything Dr. Parker thought 
necessary. 
He was also the moving 
spirit in the Lowell Day Nursery as- 
sociation and was 
deeply 
engrossed 
at the time of his death iu plans for 
a new building- greatly expending the 
work. 
Dr. Parker never married. 
He re- 


sided at his modest 
home 
in First 
stre?t, where in later years

GERMANY AND BELGIUM 


•..Up to the present 
Germany 
and 


Germany's rulers remain incorrigible, 


: 
They have learned nothing. 
Thej 


' .are undeterred' by the hatred 
am 


Boorn of tho world. They are blind 
to the fact that their inexcusable in- 
vasion of Belgium 'has made German 
methods a stench in tho nostrils of 
all honest men. 


Groping wildly for peace if possible, 


before they are utterly unhorsed, tho 
Eerman 
rulers 
have 
supplemented 


'their insolent reply to the pope, really 
a. piece of bluff intended for the allies, 
'with a verbal message to the papal 
nuncio at Munich, delivered by For- 
eign Minister Kuehlmann. 


The supplement is as bad as tho 


original message. 
Tho German idea 


Js^to proclaim the restoration and 
freedom of Belgium in nuch a way that 
tho little country would 
have 
the 


name, but none of the substance, of 
liberty. It would be converted into 
a German dependency. 


According to Kuehlmann, Germany 


must have the right to develop her 
economic enterprise freely in Belgium, 
especially in -Antwerp. 
This means 


Germany must be given special priv- 
ileges, denied other nations, and that 
'Antwerp'must be made a German sea- 
port city. 


Furthermore Belgium would be re- 


quired to guarantee 
that 
any such 


"menace" as threatened Germany in 
'1914 would be excluded. 
Of course, 


this is nothing but. another vicious 
German lie. 
"When the Germans in- 


vaded 
Belgium 
on their 
way 
to 


Prance they at first frankly and cynic- 
ally avowed their purpose. 


France had great frontier forts fac- 


ing Germany. 
She had none facing 


friendly little neutral Belgium. There- 
fore the easiest German road to Paris 
seemed by way of Belgium. 
As a 


result the Prussians made the Belgian 
treaty a mere scrap of paper. 


"When they realized how this had 


horrified the world, they attempted to 
Justify their violation of all interna- 


. tional law 
by 
pretending 
archives 


seized in Brussels revealed 
Belgium 


had long plotted with the allies about 
war measures. Keeping up this scan- 
dalous farce, Germany now solemnly 
proclaims in the future Belgium must 
not "menace" kaiserthum. 


Belgium, 
says 
Kuehlmann, 
must 


also maintain the administrative sep- 
aration of the Flemish and Walloon 
districts, as introduced by the Ger- 
man conquerors, because this "corre- 
sponds to the wishes of a majority 
of the Belgian people" and because 
Germany desires such separation ''on 
account of her racial sympathy." 


Here is another display of Prussian 


arrogance. There are two sections of 
the Belgian people. There are the Wal- 
loons akin to the French, and speaking 
French, and the Flemings, akin to 
the Teutons, and speaking Flemish. 
Belgium never made any distinction 
between her two races. 
There was 


never any bitter rivalry. As a matter 
of fact, her greatest writers were men 
of Flemish origin who preferred 
the 


more beautiful and melodious French. 


When Germany ruthlessly conquered 


Belgium, the Prussian masters made 
one of their usual clumsy, bear-like 
attempts to secure support by pro- 
claiming their kinship to the Flemings 
and fostering 
division between the 


Flemings and Walloons. 
But up to 


date all their efforts have been in 
vain. 


But the Kuehlmann effrontery cams 


to a climax in its concluding gracious 
offer that Germany would contribute 
a share of the compensation to be

also maintain the administrative sep- 
aration of the Flemish and Walloon 
districts, as introduced by the Ger- 
man conquerors, because this "corre- 
sponds to the wishes of a majority 
o£ the Belgian people" and because 
Germany desires such separation ''on 
account of her racial sympathy."

Children of Miami workers at work In America's largest war garden, created from the barren desert.

MIAMI, Arizona, Oct.—The people of 


his town are cashing in on the biggest 
var garden in the United States. 


They have handed Hi. C. Living a big 


wallop, and the department of asricul- 
ure has been watching results 
with 


iatisfnction. 


The garden plot, 217 acres, was pro- 


-ided by the Inspiration Consolidated 
Copper company. It 
stands as a re- 


markable example of what can be done 
,'hen co-operative methods arc 
com- 


ilned with business sagacity and sci- 
ntitic direction. 
Though planted in 
the 
desert, the 
iggest war garden has proven abso- 
utely fool-proof. The gardeners, em- 
loyes of the. company, and their fami- 
les have simply 
followed 
directions 


nd supplied elbow grease. The corn- 
any did the rest and gave 
the 
em- 


loyes the profit. 
The garden is really 432 individual 
lots, each 50 by 100 feet, containing an 
ighth of an acre. The 
ground

leared, fenced and piped for water by 
ic Inspiration company 
which

ought the seeds and paid the water 
ills. All the gardener had to do was 
urnish the hoe.

Under the instructions of J. R. Sand- 
ridge, employed as garden expert from 
the University of Arizona, the planters 
procoded scientifically from the begin- 
ning. Men who never used a hoe before 
btcaine highly successful gardeners. 
The value of the products raised on 
each plot ranged from $25 to $100 tii(d 
season. 
A 
short 
time 
ago the 
gardeners 


opened a community store to dispose of 
their surplus. It was^i success .from 
the start. 
Today this store is supplying all the 
vegetables for the 430 members of the 
Seventeenth cavalry stationed at Globe 
and Miami, and is also furnishing fresh 
vegetables to many Globe residents. 
Globe stores attempted to purchase 


vegetables from the gardens but this 
wan not permitted by the committee or 
planters in charge on the ground that 
lack of competition would again raise 
prices. 
The community store is handled by 
this committee, and the man in charge 
gets 10 per cent of the money taken in. 
This amounts to a good day's wage. 


Sales reach about $50 per day. 
Three deputy sheriffs to guard the 
plots were provided by the company 
and the plots were assigned by a min- 
ers' committee, preference being given 
to married men. 
Plots were allotted to Indians, Mexi- 
cans, Chileans, Germans and other na- 
tionalities as well as Americans. 
So 
successful 
has 
the experiment 


been, in its human phrases as well_as 
economic, that the Inspiration compa'ny 
is planning to add 25 acres more to tht) 
garden next year. More wells for 
rigation are being 
sunk, 
and 
spray 
tanks are to be provided. The company 
has already spent between $50,000 and 
570.000 in this undertaking. 
The company regards it as money de- 


cidedly well invested.. 
And to the. miners it has proven a 


tremendous asset.
